REMARKS 

Applicants have amended claims 

Claims have been amended to more particularly define the present invention. 
Specifically, the claims now more particularly define the amino acid/nucleic acid 
structure/function relationship. Claims 32, 33, 38 - 40, 43, 44, and 53 have been cancelled. 
Support for these amendments can be found throughout the specification. 

The objections to claims 28 - 37, 39 - 42 and 49 - 55 have been obviated by the 
amendment to the claims. 

Claims 60 - 62 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C § 112, first paragraph as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. 

Applicants respectfully submit that the amendments to claims 60 - 62 have obviated this 
rejection which should therefore be withdrawn. 

Claims 23 - 35, 37, 39 and 41 - 64 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C § 112, second 
paragraph as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim subject 
matter which the applicant regards as the invention. 

Applicants respectfully submit that the amendments to the claims have obviated this 
rejection which should therefore be withdrawn.
